of fourteen persons live In two squa- 
lid rooms, boys and girls 00 old as 
•Ixteerf and seventeen sleeping indis- 
criminately in the same beds. Moth- 
er have been confined in child-birth 
in the same crowded room in which 
other children were Bleeping. Farnl- 
lle» are living- today in dark and 111- 
emelling ehacks 
connected directly 
with 'stables. 


Children dally are being talfn away 


from their parents and sent to bet- 
ter homes, not because the parents 
were deliberately nefrlflctlng them nu 
simply because they r-iuld do no bet- 
ter. Homes and families are being 
broken up with no thought that they 
may ever be reconstructed. 
Like human Jackals, degenerate 


men are forcing themselves into the 
tenement homes as lodgers, there to 
take advantage of the crowded con- 
ditions to force their attentions upon 
the i?lrl children of the family. Girls 
of eleven and twe've years have had 
to be rescued from the clutches of 
these preying and <?*spoillnir animals. 


And yet the conditions are not the 
result of what generally is regarded 
as poverty. Nor is it due to any wave 
of unemployment. The heads of the 
families all are working. 
Some of 


them are making as high as ?35 a. 
week. But the housing conditions in 
the city are such that they simply 
cannot find decent 
Jiving quarters 
within their means. Rooms on the 
East Side which 
a few years ago 
could be had for S3 "a month have 
been increased to $27 and 32 a month 
and while this may seem but a mere 
drop in the bucket to the thoughtless 
riundreds of thousands who nightly go 
:o the theatres in JCew York City and 
:o the thousands •who 
spend more 


than that sum on a small bird for two 
and a surreptitious scotch highball 
at a late night supepr clubs ,it is an 
appalling and prohibitive price for 
:he struggling submerged section of 
the city's dwellers. 


Submerged is the word. These poor 
people are seldom seen by those who 
could easily be of help to them. Visit- 
ors to New York gaze in wonder at 
the tall buildings, the magnificent 
jalaces which are built for the rich, 
he priceless parade of limousmess on 
the avenue, the overwhelming evi- 
dence of money, money, money on 
every hand. But if they would onlj 
step beyond Houston street and the 
Bowery they would carry away with 
hem a picture of New York, which 
eternal shudder in 
would leave an 
heir memory. 
Magistrate Edward F. Boyle, of the 
Childrens' court in a letter to State 
iidustrial 
Commissioner 
Shientag, 
ias had the courage to come out with 
a statement of conditions which is 
making the city think. The state hous- 
ng commission mtist do aomething 
le says to relieve the situation, for 
o the environment "f these miser- 
able "homes" he attributes much of 
he juvenile deliquincy which daily 
omes before him. The judge declares 
he conditions "sound the very depths 
f moral depravity." It is of little use 
o take children away and train them 
or a time to better things, only to 
lave them return to the '"home" con- 
litione and 
to 
the neighborhood 
treets where they learned the lessons 
which first brought them under the 
yes of the authorities. 
It is small business indeed, to pua- 
.sh children for a condition such as 
lie city itself permits "to exist. Land- 
ords of the better 
tenements are 
lamed, for their high handedness in 
harging not only exorbitant rates for 
heir flats but often demanding rwo 
nd three months rent in advance. 
here cities of Europe have wiped 
ut their slums and erected modern 
welling places at low rentals, New

richest city of all the world,

* It is entirely true that the farmers 
and town shoppers have created a 
svstem of barter which has largely 
replaced the use of paper marks. The 
farmers are willing to accept the new

The average small farmer places all 
his grain in a nearby town warehouse 
and simply sells a. few hundredweight 
as he needs something. He can buy 
piano lessons for his children as well 
its a new suit of clothes or furniture 
The tribune correspondent visited 


three classes of farmers in the prov- 
ide of Brandenburg — the big junker 
farmers, who have abandoned every- 
th'iv for the middle class farmers. 
who have farms of fifty acres and 
several horses and cows a compara- 
tne abundance, the larges class of 
really poor farmers, who have Irom 
ten to fifteen acres, one or two cows 
and a dozen chickens. 
The Haus fraus of these poor farm- 


ers cannot serve a much better menu 
to her family than the poor haus 
Iraus of the town working men. 
At one of these poorer farms near 


Koening Swasterhausen east of Ber- 
lin, I found the family eating pota- 
toes boiled in their skins and served 
•with flour sauce and nothing else. 
The haus frau explained that on 
days of hard labor she also sened 
half a herring to everyone and every 
day cooked a piece of fat bacon with 
potatoes for the evening meal. 
There is a big difference between 
these country poor people and the city 
poor. In fact, the poor farmers have 
some bacon and other food hidden 
away, which, they can eat If a mood 
of extravagance seizes them. 
Most of these poor farmers are 


forced to work the greater, part of 
the day to fill out the family income, 
and his family Is forced to work for 
the horse-owning neighbor farmers In 
return for tf loan of a horse for a few 
days.
